lit BUSTS HAVE 


TERRIFIC EFFECT 


Spokane, 
Wash., 
Aug. 
19.—Four 
hundred thousand pounds of blasting 
powder, discharged in two electrical­ 
ly-fired shots, tore more than 1,000,- 
•00 tons of rock from the face of a 
high cliff overlooking the Snake riv­ 
er, south of Spokane, and made pos­ 
sible the saving of 60 miles of road 
construction on the third division of 
the Oregon-Washington Railroad and 
Navigation 
Company's 
system, 
be­ 
tween Spokane and Ayr Junction. The 
two shots cost $60,000. 
iF. L. Pitman, chief engineer of the 
division, said on returning to Spok­ 
ane that the work was successful in 
every awy, though the last shot was 
more in the nature of an explosion, 
as it hurled the rock with greater ve­ 
locity and left the roadbed in a brok­ 
en condition. However, the rock was 
well broken and is e a s y to handle. 
Meanwhile, 
freight 
and 
passenger 
trains will be routed over other lines. 
One hundred men now are at work on 
the roadbed. 
“The full strength of the powder 
was obtained,” Pitman said, ‘‘and the 
amount of rock broken down may be 
judged when it is known that IO days 
will be required to clear the road­ 
bed for trains.” 
George Chew of Spokane, who had 
charge of the blasting work, started 
operation on May I with a crew* of 
men and completed the loading the 
afternoon of August ll. He used 16,- 


000 kegs of powder in the “coyote 
holes.” aggregating more than 6,000 
feet of drilling in rock. The powder 
plant used to fire the shots was in­ 
stalled behind the cliff. The two units 
were fired in 39 minutes. 
“The spectacle was witnessed by 
200 sight-seers, including 
two 
wo­ 
men, Mrs. H. R. Rudd and Mrs. X. H. 
Bogue, who drove 35 miles across the 
country. Hundreds of 
fish 
in 
the 
Snake river Were killed and stunned 
by the two violent blasts and much 
of the broken rock was hurled across 
the stream. No one was injured.

•y E. J. E D W A R D S . 
One of the famous American class­ 
ics ol oratory is James G. Blaine * eu­ 
logy of James \ Garfield. 
It tuts 
been said by students of oratory that 
this eulogy is one of the two Ameri­ 
can oratorical classics uttered since 
I860, the other being Lincoln s Gettys­ 
burg address. 
Tire peroration of Blaine s great ef- 
lort has, of itself, been described aa 
one of the most wonderful and effec­ 
tive conclusions 
of 
a speech 
ever 
written. 
I shall never forget the si­ 
lence that lay on the vast audience 
gathered in the hall of representatives 
on Washington s 
Birthday, in 
1882, 
w hen Mr. Blaine read his peroration. 
We were silent as though the place 
.were unoccupied, and when be had 
finished no one stirred for some mo­ 
ments. 
"Ag the end drew near,” read Mr. 
Blaine, with a wonderful cadence sug­ 
gesting the solemnity of his theme, 
his craving for the 
sea 
returned. 
I he stately mansion 
of power 
had 
been to him the wearisome hospital 
of pain, and he begged to be taken 
from its prison walls, from Its oppree- 
si%e, stifling air, from Ka homeless­ 
ness and its hopelessness. Gently, si­ 
lently, the love of a great people bore 
the pale sufferer to the longed-for 
healing of the sea. to live or to die. 
as God should will, within sight of 
its heaving billows, within sound of 
its manifold voices; with wan. fevered 
face tenderly lifted to the cooling 
breeze, he looked out wistfully upon 
she ocean's changing wonders—on its 
tar sails, whitening in the morning 
Sight, on its restless waves, rolling 
shoreward to break and die beneath 
the noonday sun; on the red clouds of 
evening, arching low to the horlxon; 
'on the serene and shining pathway of 
the stars. 
Let us think that bls dy­ 
ing eyes read a mystic meaning which 
only the rapt and parting soul may 
know. 
Let ut believe that In the al­ 
ienee of the receding world he heard 
great waves breaking on a farther 
shore, and felt already 
upon 
hie 
wasted brow the 
breath 
of eternal 
morning.” 
Some years later Mr. Blaine 
was 
asked whether this peroration reflect­ 
ed the utmost care in composition, or 
whether it really was what It seemed 
ic be, a perfectly spontaneous sym­ 
bolism of Garfield’s death. 
“Curiously enough.” said Mr. Blaine, 
that peroration was pronounce** by 
me almost exactly as I first wrote It 
Other parts of the eulogy entailed In­ 
tense thought and 
great labor; 
I 
wanted to depict President Garfield 
exactly as he was. I wanted to frame 
the picture in appropriate and sympa­ 
thetic language, and I toiled with my 
pen as I probably never did before or 
since. But the final sentences formu­ 
lated themselves lo my mind before I 
began writing any part of the eulogy; 
I might say they sprang into my mind 
full clothed without any seeming men­ 
tal effort on my part.
